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IDEMONS  DOWN  McNEESE 
AND  LOUISIANA  COLLEGE 


Following  the  tremendous  im- 
provement displayed  by  the  De- 
mon football  team  in  overcoming 
Lamar  Tech,  the  fired-up  squad 
are  demonstrating  an  aversion  to 
the  role  of  conference  doormats  by 
rolling  to  three  successive  victories 
in  overcoming  the  McNeese  State 
College  Cowboys  to  the  tune  of 
20-6  and  the  Louisiana  College 
Wildcats  by  the  score  of  9-7. 

Sparked  by  the  fine  ball-handl- 
ing of  freshman  quarterback 
James  "Red"  McNew  of  Ferriday, 
Don  Millen,  halfback,  of  Bossier 
City,  and  John  Abies,  end,  from 
Kosciusko,  Mississippi,  the  De- 
mons ripped  the  Cowboys  for  235 
yards  on  the  ground  and  an  addi- 
tional  58   yards   through   the   air. 

A  rugged  defensive  line,  led  by 
Abies  and  guard  Alan  Langridge, 
held  the  high-powered  opponents 
to  171  yards  on  the  ground.  The 
Cowboys  were  limited  to  a  net  53 
yards  during  the  second  half. 

The  first  Demon  score  came 
when  Breaux  fumbled  and  Abies 
recovered  on  the  McNeese  33-yard 
line.  McNew  passed  to  Abies  in  the 
end  zone.  The  kick  by  Perkins  for 
the  extra  point  was  good.  Score: 
7-0. 

In  the  third  quarter  the  Demons 
took  over  on  the  McNeese  45-yard 
line  following  Sweeney's  hurried 
punt  that  was  good  for  only  20 
yards.  Millen  accounted  for  33  of 
the  45  yards  on  five  tries,  going 
over  from  the  4-yard  line.  Perkins 
failed  to  make  the  extra  point. 
Score:  13-0. 

After  the  fourth  quarter  got 
under  way,  the  Cowboys,  taking 
the  ball  on  their  own  44-yard  line, 
put  on  a  sustained  drive  that  car- 


ried them  across  the  goal  line,  Jack 
Gibbons  plunging  over  from  the 
2.  The  try  for  extra  point  failed 
and  the  score  read  13-6. 

The  Demons  marched  82  yards 
for  their  final  touchdown.  Again 
it  was  Millen  driving  for  most  of 
the  yardage,  with  McNew  going 
over  from  the  2-yard  line.  Perkins 
kicked  the  extra  point,  making  the 
final  score  20-6. 

McNeese  made  16  first  downs 
and  the  Demons  made  13.  Longest 
run  of  the  game  was  turned  in  by 
Derouen,  a  break-away  for  28 
yards.  On  punts,  the  Demons 
kicked  3  times  for  a  36.3-yard  av- 
erage, while  the  Cowboys  kicked  3 
times  for  a  23.4-yard  average.  On 
16  carries,  Millen  averaged  6.7 
yards  each. 

Louisiana   College  Offers 
Stubborn   Defense 

George  Perkins  and  his  edu- 
cated toe  brought  the  NSC  fans  to 
their  feet  in  the  last  minute  of  play 
against  the  Louisiana  College 
Wildcats  when  he  booted  a  field 
goal  squarely  between  the  up- 
rights to  place  the  Demons  in 
front  by  a  score  of  9-7. 

Jack  Bice,  halfback  who  had 
been  held  out  of  the  game  because 
of  injuries  received  in  the  Lamar 
Tech  game,  went  into  the  game  to 
erab  a  Wildcat  punt  deep  in 
Demon  territory  and  raced  it  back 
50  yards.  Dan  Carr  then  threw  a 
pass  to  Clyde  Chesson  on  the  8- 
yard  line  to  set  up  the  place-kick 
of  Perkins. 

As  the  game  opened,  the  De- 
mons received  and  marched  down 
to  the  shadow  of  the  goal  line, 
where  the  Wildcat  defense  stiff-
